LONDON, Aug. 12— The first really 
great battle of Hie European war is 
believed bere to be iii progress today. 
Tile battlefield, from 
all 
accounts, 
covered most of eastern Belgium, an 
arca of about sixty by one hundred 
miles. 
Three German army corps un­ 
der Gen Von Emmich continued the 
siege of Liege; another army crossed 
the M ucbo near Tongres, advancing 
• on Brussels, and a third army is oper­ 
ating on the border of 
Luxemburg. 
Military authorities believe tile Ger­ 
mans are trying to catch the 
allies 
between* these columns. 
It is under­ 
stood the allies are moving to the de 
^ense of Brussels. 
German aviators 
flew over tile capital this morning. 
The London Times m ilitary expert 
estimates the Germans have a million 
men In Belgium with

pieces of artillery. 
He predicts 
the 
battle will be the most “ frightful and 
destructive collision in modern 
his­ 
tory.” 
Rigid censorship prevails. 
Conflicting reports on the situation 
in Belgium continue to arrive.

It seemed certain, however, 
that Germans are pouring

country and that they are aligned in 
force for a battle believed to have al­ 
ready begun. 
Prince George of Servia was seri­ 
ously wounded by a fragment of Aus-1 
trian shell while watching the boin-i 
bardment at Belgrade, according to a 
report here. 
Printed statements in America to' 
the effect that England has prohibited 
the landing of foreigners here is offi­ 
cially denied. 
Only a strict enforce­ 
ment of the aliens restriction act has 
been ordered.

That controversy in short is thin: The 
P. E. wants to be allowed to build a 
curve around the northwest corner of 
Fourth and Main streets to accommo­ 
date its Los Angeles- cars that will he 
sent to Orange, and the City Trustees 
have refused to give a franchise for 
that curve because the P. E. has not 
fulfilled fts franchise 
agreement 
of 
nine years ago to build a track east on I 
Fourth street to the city limits. The I 
trustees want 
substantial 
assurance j 
that the extension on East Fourth 
street will be made. 
Hitherto there 
has been a disposition on the part of 
some of the city dads to refuse to 
give the frauchise for the curve until 
the extension is actually constructed. 
However, since the P. E. is complet­ 
ing its double track between Buaro 
and Stanton, the trustees are inclined 
to enter into a compromise. 
The compromise offer was made yes­ 
terday, and it seems likely th at it will 
be acceptable to the P. E. as its rep­ 
resentative at a meeting a few weeks 
ago agreed that his company would 
do the thing now asked of it—namely, 
give a bond that the extension will be 
built. 
Trustee McPhee was one of a com­ 
mittee of the trustees that was com­ 
missioned to see Attorney R. Y. Wil­ 
liams aim find out from him if a col­ 
lectable bond could be drawn up, and 
to see if lie would draw that bond for 
the city. 
"Attorney Williams reported to the 
committee that the bond can be made 
to cover exactly what we want it to 
cover," said McPhee. 
“T hat is, if the 
P. K. fails to build the track on East 
Fourth this city can recover on tile 
bond. 
Under the usual franchise the 
two per cent franc bise tax is not col­ 
le c t a b le during tile lirst five years.
